

Diplomacy Teachers Also To Do Research 




Faculty members of the Univer- 
sity's new Patterson School of Di- 
plomacy and International Com- 
merce may serve on a half-teach- 
ing, half -research basis. the 
school's director. Dr. Amry Van- 
denbosch. said. 

Dr. Vandenbosch said the school, 
to be opened this fall, cannot es- 
tablish a Rood reputation without 
a research program. 

The school was provided for un- 
der the will of the late .lames K. 
Patterson, former I'K president. It 
was named for his son, William 
Andrew Patterson. It must specia- 
lize in international commerce and 
diplomacy. 

Dr. Max Wasserman. new faculty 
member, has wide government ex- 
perience and an outstanding rec- 
ord of research. Dr. Vandenbosch 
said. 

In curriculm planning, special 



emphasis has been placed on stud- 
ies of international economics. 
Russian history and politics. Com- 
munism, Asia, anc 
organization. 

Robert Rodes, who is now com- 
pleting his work at the Russian 
Institute of Columbia University, 
will teach Russian politics and 
foreign policy. 

In William Chambliss. the school 
has obtained the services of an 
outstanding scholar in Japanese 
history, language and politics. Dr. 
Vandenbosch said. 

"To obtain depth when so many 
fields have an important contri- 
bution to make is very difficult; 
but the emphasis must be on depth 
rather than occupational training." 
Dr. Vandenbosch said. He said the 
student body can't be large be- 
cause the foreign policy and trade 
profession is not big enough to

Dr. Vandenbosch is the author or 
co-author of five books, including 
two on South Asia, and has visited 
the area a number of times on 
fellowships and assignments for 
the United States.

SUB Concert Shows 
Profit Of $1,200 



Friday night's "Fats" Domino 
concert made an estimated $1,200 
profit, according to John Ander- 
son. Student Union Board presi- 
dent. 

Anderson said the official profit 
total will not be known for a few- 
days. He said the estimated ex- 
pense lor the concert was about 
$2,400 and the estimated gate gross 
was $3,600. 

According to Anderson the board 
plans to place the profits of the 
coneert in some type of investment 
fund to create an income for future 
concerts. 

The SU Board head stated that 
the monej rright be placed as in- 
vestment in either stocks and 



bonds or a savings and loan oper- 
ation. The board was to have made 
an official decision on this matter 
yesterday. 

Anderson said the idea behind 
the Domino concert was to estao- 
lish some capital for a regular UK 
jazz concert program in the future. 

The SI Board also announced 
the appointment of Judy Schrim 
as it's new SC representative. Miss 
Schrim replaces Bob Chambliss in 
SC after the latter resigned from 
the board at the beginning of the 
semester. 

Miss Schrim is presently the 
chairman of the SUB Social Com- 
mittee. 




The Kentucky Research Founda- 
tion, with the aid of the state 
government, will buy Spindletop 
Farm for $850,000. 

The decision to buy the 1.060- 
acre farm came Friday after a 
meeting of the Fxecutive Commit- 
tee of the UK Board of Trustees 
and the Board of Directors of the 
KRF. 

The KRF, an .independent cor- 
poration to further research, will 
be responsible for S700.000 of the 
purchase price. 

The Experiment Station has 
been asked to stock and operate 
the farm. 

The deed to the property is ex- 
pected to be drawn next week and 
possession given by March 1. Uni- 
versity officials said no decision 
had been reached on what would 
eventually be done with the pro- 
perty. 

UK trustees recently approved a 
$10 per semester increase in fees 
for the University Elementry 
School and increases in rent for 
apartments in Shawneetown and 
Cooperstown.

Funeral services for Dr. Charles 
Barkenbus. who died at the UK- 
Auburn game Saturday night, will 
be held at 3 p. m. today at the 
Kerr Brothers Funeral Home. 

Dr. Barkenbus. 64. had been a 
faculty member of the UK Chemis- 
try Department for 39 years. He 
was professor of organic chemistry 
and the author of many articles in 
leading chemical journals. 

Dr. Barkenbus died after being 
stricken by a heart attack at the 
game. 

He was pronounced dead at 
9:15 p m. upon arrival at Good 
Samaritan Hospital. 

Born in Kalamazoo. Mich., he 
[gCgjftd a Bachelor ol Science de- 
gree from Kalamazoo College in 



1917 and a doctorate in chemistry 
from Yale University in 1920. 

He served as an assistant in the 
chemistry department at Yale from 
1917 to 1920. 

He came to UK in 1920 as an 
assistant professor in chemistiy 
and became a full professor In 
1930. 

A member of the Presbyterian 
Church and the American Chemi- 
cal Society. Dr. Barkenbus is sur- 
vived by his wife. Mrs. Lida Do-i- 
alds»on Barkenbus. Lexington: a 
brother. Ray Barkenbus. North 
Muskegon. Mich.: a sister. Mrs. 
Earl Bugbee. Lansing. Mich., and 
two nephews. John Barkenbus. 
Kalamazoo and Tom Barkenbus. 
Lansing.

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Space Ship Has Ballpoint Look

America's first pilot -controlled 
space vehicle probably will look 
much like an ink cartridge for a 
IniKe ballpoint pen. 

It will be a third as long as 
a loot ball field and eight feet in 
diameter at its thickest point. 

Its name will be Dyna-Sonr. for 
tljll— lH .soaring. 

Fesides being another step tow- 
aril the planet*, the vehicle also 
will be a devastating war weapon. 
It will rombine the speed of a 
ballistic missile with the accuracy 
ot i manned bomber. 

Already scientists of 13 com- 
panies, divided into two teams, 
are working on initial desiens for 
DjIH <0M The Air Force prob- 
nblv will award contracts to one of 
the teams later this year. 

When will Dyna-Soar be ready? 

Four or five years, says Dr. 
Walter Dornben?er. one of tftfl 
nation's top experts on orbital air- 
craft. 

He told a congressional space 
committee it would take that 
lOBf to 'send a ship into space 
With a crew of two, which would 
circle the globe perhaps up to 
■even times and then come back 
to a predetermined landing strip. ." 

As a major general and com- 
manding officer of the German 
locket center at Pcenemuende 
ir World War II. Dornberger help- 
ed develop a hypersonic transcon- 
tinental bomber for the Nazis. 

He now is with Bell Aircraft 
Corp., which is working with Mar- 
tin and four other companies for 
the Dyna-Soar contract. The 
other team is led by Boeing Air- 
plane Co. 

Air Force specifications for 
Dyna-Soar are secret, but some 
space experts have given rather 
astounding predictions about the 
vehicle and its capabilities. 

1 he actual space plane will rest 
on a powerful ballistic missile, 
which will push the vehicle and its 
two passengers into outer space. 
Dining the violent boost, the pas- 
sengers' bodies will weigh a ton. 

The men will be unable to move 
until the missile completes its 
thrust, and then spent, falls away 
to allow the pilot to guide the 
ship. 

Dyna-Soar, controlled by tiny 
steam jets, will rocket through 
space at speeds in excess of 15,000 
m.p.h. 

Solar radiation will warm the 
ships upper surface so that it 
could boil water; but the under- 
neath side will be 100-degrees be- 
low zero. 

After the pilot turns the ship 
back into the earth's atmosphere.

as temperatures reach 2.500 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. Lower altitude 
control will be by conventional 
ailerons and stabilizer 

Within seconds after leaving 
outer space the plane and Its 
passengers will be on an airport 
runway — probably none the worse 
for their flight. 

While Dyna-Soar still is several 
years away, one big step will be 
taken by spacemen within months 
when North American Aviation's 
X15 is sent 100 miles up to the 
fringes of outer space. 

Scott Crossfield. a graying 
engineer-pilot for North Amer- 
ican, is the man chosen to pilot 
the X15 The stubby-winged plane 
probably will stay on the edge of 
outer space for six minutes, or 
until fuel burns out. 

Then Crossfield will land in a 
dry lake in California. 

The highest man has traveled 
skyward so far is 15 miles, reach-

Pakistan became independent in 
1947. It was formerly a part of

combined. 

"The country is modernizing, 
and now has seven of the world's 
largest dams and hydroelectric 
plants." Mir stated.

"Land of the holy people.'

This will help determine wh it 
equipment the men who ride in 
the Dyna-Soar and succeeding 
space ships will need to live 
throunh their flights and return 
to earth

ternir) Council) which discussed the 
measure at length. The new regula- 
tion, as it now stands, is in tffCCt a 
retroactive or ex post facto rule— that 
is, one that is made to govern actions 
already past. In legal situations an ex 
post facto rule is forbidden because it 
would allow governments to pass laws 
punishing individuals for deeds com- 
mitted which violated no previously 
adopted law. With some reservations, 
that is the situation in this case. 

This scholastic regulation presents 
fraternities, especially, with much the 
same situation. The cause, however, 
is not University Faculty malevolence 
toward Greeks, but simply a case of 
lack of communication somewhere be- 
tween that group and the student 
body. 

The ruling was adopted at the 



University Faculty's December meet- 
ing-in plenty of time for the affected 
groups to have been told of its exis- 
tence and to have reali/ed that they 
had to achieve a higher group avetage 
than under the previous "double 
standard,'' which required fraternities 
and sororities to meet the all-men's 
and all-women's average. res|>ec lively. 

Almost two months passed, how- 
ever, before any of the student body 
knew that the rule even existed, much 
less that it would be effective as oi 
December, under ordinary Univer- 
sity Faculty procedure. TllUI the sec- 
ond semester had already begun be- 
fore Creeks knew that their scholastic 
Standards had been raised. 

lo adopt such a regulation this se- 
mestei, under the circumstance* just 
described, would be an injustice to 
University Greek groups whose scho- 
lastic average is below the new stand- 
ard. While we have no objection to 
the higher standards-in fact, we en- 
dorse them-we do strenuously objec t 
to their implementation before Sep- 
tember. 

We therelore urge the University 
Faculty, in its next meeting, to amend 
the December rule change so it will 
become effective next fall.
